ENGLAND. 
London, March 5. -In the Commons: 
-th\B' afternoon 'Gladstone .said public 
policy forbade his answering questions 
respecting the ltussian-Afghau frontier 
'difficulty. 
' The Marquis of Hartington announc- 
ed, that tbo goyernuient intended to in- 
crease tlio strength of the army. 

In thellouse of Commons the M.ar- 
• qui* of' Harington said that if Gordon's 
tliarieB, when received, should be found 
to be iii the form of substitutes for tlia- 
jiatchea to tho government, tho govern 
m^nt would treat them as such. 'If 
found to be of private character his 
relatives would bo consulted about 
thoiu. 

Lord Edward Fitzmaurico, Under 
Secretary of Foreign Affair, said that 
Sir Edward Malet, British Ambassa- 
dor, had exchanged with Germany as- 
surances of security in regard to Samoa 
and tho Tonga islands. He, however, 
declined to say whether Sir Peter 
Lumuden, British Commissioner on the 
Afaghan 'frontier question, had offered 
bis .resignation. 

Tho Marquis of Hartington said the 
government thought that any advance 
by General Graham from Suakem for 
the relief of tho garrison of Kassala 
impossible He said the government 
waa.unpreparcd to state the number of 

' additional men they intended to enroll 
iu the army. 

In the House of Lords this evening 
Lord Derby said that England formerly 

i ■ possessed undoubted rights 'along St. 

' Lucia Bay. These had been in abey- 
ance for some time. Tho raising of the 
British flag at dillierentintheOameroon 
Mountains, bounding the Cameroons' 
torritory, occupied by Germany, was at 
preatint the subject fer correspondence 
botweon London and Berlin. 

London, March 5. — "Blowitz,-" tlie- 
" Times correspondent at Paris, in a let- 
ter attacks Bjsmarck for indiscretion 

. in dualiDti.with the British Foreigh of- 
fice concerning the South Pacific Is- 
lands. In tho b)ue book on this sub- 
ject, issued by the British government 
February 25th, there is given a conver- 
sation early in February, .between Bis 
niarck Malet, British Ambassador at 

"Berlin. The German Chancellor thon 
read a dispatch which ho said had been 
neiit Count Muaster, the German Am- 
bassador at London, on the 30th of the 
preceding May, which purported to 
convoy to England Bismarck's idea of 

"" h'ow .Great Britain could assist Ger- 
many in his colonization schemes, and 
hit promise to reciprocate by helping 
English interest nearer home. Tho dis 
patch urged/England to fall in .with 
suggestions. niado, because in tho event 
of refusal Germany will bo compelled 
to ask' fresh, aid. Tho Chanceiior told 
Malet that as Couot Minister seemed 
po mako no progress, it was feared in 
^.•r'liii-hahad not statod tho points of 
thoLuijBpiU.crt i withfiauflieient strength, 
bo Count Herbert Bismarck was sent 
to London to'aWurVtlio success 'of the- 
negotitations. ...Herbert Bismarck ob- 
tained from tho British Foreign CfTice 
nothing but general assurances of- 
friendship/ fEheHO-worn valueless, Bis- 
marck O VaiH/ When »Ma4et exi 
uri'Sund regret at tbo situation and as- 



sured Bismarck England had no desiro 
to further Germany's colonial ambi- 
tions, and asked him what he wanted, 
Now Guinea or Zululand? The Chancel- 
lor replied it was now to late to dis- 
cuss the matter with England, because 
Germany already bad av understand- 
ing with (France. Blowitz accused 
Bismarck of a direct falsehood in these 
statements. Ho refers to the fact that 
the dispatch Bismarck read as an origi- 
nal dispatch to Malet as proof was 
never acnt to London. Bismarck, 
Blowitz says, proceeded as if this dis- 
patch had been sent to London to form 
a basis of an alliance between England 
and Germany concerning colonial an- 
nexations, as if the regulations by 
England had been formally and delib- 
erately made, as if rejection were an 
indorsement by England of a German- 
French alliance ami give Germany cer 
tain liberty in the South Pacific, and 
then, when asked for explanations a- 
bout bis encroachment on British pos 
sessions, produced a* his warront the 
original dispatch. This production, 
ISlowitz avers, was made nine month:! 
after date of the dispatch, ami just 
when it suited Piamarck's purpose. 
The introduction of this system, says 
Blowitz, must, create a panic in the 
political world. With such suppressed 
dispatches u strong power can do as-it 
likes, and turn might, into right any- 
time, by abolishing all international 
law to prove an assertion. This dis- 
patch read to Malet was never sent to 
London. Blowitz points to the fact 
that Granville, British Foreign Minis- 
ter, on February 7th, immediately 
after Sir Edward | Malet bad communi- 
cated to him tho Bismarck interview, 
wrote Sir Edwnrd. ''The dispatch in 
question was never communicated to 
me." Blowitz contends that it was im- 
possible for the dispatch to have been 
miscarried or been forgotten, because 
Count Munster would have resigned if 
he knew Lord Granville had seen the 
dispatch, before making such a state- 
ment, while if Count Munster bad 
really received the dispatch and failed 
to transmit to the British Foreign 
Minister, Bismarck would have recall- 
ed M unster for neglect of duty. The 
fact that Herbert Bismarck, who, the 
German Chancellor alleges, was sent to 
London to second Munster in tho ef- 
sorts to secure a colonial alliance with 
England, failed to discover tho very 
dispatch which contained the terms of 
his mission had never reached Gran- 
ville, Blowitz pronounces very strange. 
He declares tho truth is Bismarck did 
not believe England would give Gor- 
mony the asssistauco desired He knew 
better how to succeed with France. 
Behind the mission of his son, Bis- 
marck intended to put Rnglaud in the 
wrong. 11 b proponed to confront Eng- 
land with the accomplished fact. 

CANADA. 
WINNIPEG, March 5.— The farmers 
of the Province met here to day, many 
accessions being received to tho ranks 
the secessionists and annexationists. 
Resolutions were passed denouncing 
Premier Torquay for failing to secure 
concessions from tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, and calling for a redistribution 
of seats and an appeal to the country. 
An uprising is really feared. 



AFRICA. 
London, March 5. — Advices from 
Cameroon's Jan. LOth,- says: Hickory- 
town, Lock Prisons, Fosstown, Mtmko- 
ko and Bolltown wero burned to the 
ground, and tho natives sought refuge 
in the bush. King Bell iu afraid to re- 
turn. Two chiefs commenced a peace 
palaver after the, Gorman admiral had 
sent. two of his officers up the country 
as hostages. The admiral notified tho 
chiefs that they must pay for tho loss- 
es of English residents. The German 
judge will shortly adjudicate upon tho 
claims. During the palaver the hostile 
natives repeatedly plundered tho Ger- 
man and English factories. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, March 4. — Tho 
following self-explanatory telegram 
was sent to Sacramento to-day: 

San FilANCtsCO, March 4, 1885. 

Hon. \V. It. May, Assembly Cham- 
ber, Sacramento: I fear tho decision* of 
the supreme court admitting tho Chi- 
nese will demoralize our schools. But 
one remedy remains, for the legisla- 
ture to declare urgent tho passage of 
bills already introduced by you to es- 
tablish separate Chinese classes. With- 
out sucb action I have every reason to 
believe that some of our classes will be 
inundated by Mongolians. Troubles will 
follow.

fUE CHINESE COMMISSIONERS' 
REPORT;. 

This rojv>rt eatrie fo hand yeatorday. Tt 
ia quite as unsatisfactory us our exclusive 
dispatches loil ua to atippoae. Sir. Ohap- 
lemi goes very fully into tho social, 
economio and moral phaaua of the evil. 
Ho admits that tho Chiuoao cheapen and 
degrade labor, of which Ihoy have a par- 
tial monopoly; that they do not coinu to 
stay; that they will not uaaitnilato; that 

• they doprociato tho value of property in 
neighborhoods where thoy reside in large 
numbers; that statements "f their im- 

. moralities have been grossly exaggerated; 
that Chinese labor has been of vast ser- 
vice and benefit in California on the groat 
works; that only a few persons would ex- 
clude Chinesu merchants, who are of high 
character and credit, but all would ox- 
elude prostitutes and criminals; that the 
Chinese in Victoria and Portland are su- 
perior to those resident at San Francisco; 
that if it was shown that tho Chinese 
immigration is likely to incruaso it might 
be restricted by legislation, which would 
aim at gradually achieved reaulta without 
imparting a shock to groat interests that 
dopond on Chinese labor for their suc- 
cessful prosecution. Clause 15 of the ro- 
port says : 

"British Columbia has a great opportu- 
nity, by welcoming Chinamen, and thus 
securing not only cheaper labor than Cal- 
ifornia, but conciliating the good will and 
fixing tho attention of a people, from tho 
vast resources and inchoato wealth of 
whoao country tho veil ie only just boing 
drawn aside, whoso commerce i3 of groat 
valuo, and on the completion of tho Can- 
adian Pacific railway may bo of incalcul- 
able valuo. British Columbia has many 
features in common with California. It is 
a country which needs local railways; it 
is a mining country; it is a fruit growing 
country. It possesses, besides, enormous 
resources in timber, lands and fiaheriea. 
If, thoreforo, British Columbia were to 
d«cido that tho undoubted ovila of Chi- 
noae immigration wero largely counter- 
balanced by other considerations, what 
would happen is this: she would by vig- 
ororfSMogislation soeuro that her mines 
would bo worked on a large scale, tho 
riches of tho country boing thus onor- 
moualy increased and hsr treasury swelled; 
she would engross nearly all tho coal and 
timber trade and much of tho fruit trado 
of tho Pacific Coast, while her fish would 
largoly supply tho markets of tho 
uastorn and central parta of tho con- 
tinent, and oven with Europe no in- 
significant commorco would be with- 
in her grasp; her wealth poaitivoly 
and above all relatively to California 
would dovolop at a ratio not ahort of 
mathematical; alio would literally Bhoot 
ahead as one of tho groat seats of com- 
merco and industrial activity; and, nor 
position achieved, aho could then apply 
herself to tho political and social problem 
and by tho aid of tho Dominion parlia- 
ment deal with that." 

Judge Gray's report recommends tho 
appointment of a Chinese consul at Vic- 
toria; tho imposition nf a tax of $10 on 
every Chinaman entering tho province, 
the sum so collected to bo applied to tho 
sanitary and police supervision of tho im- 
migrants; that a joint commission with 
judicial powers bo appointed to try and 
decide all cases in dispute between tho 
Chinese themselves and other parties and 
to have jurisdiction over criminal mat- 
ters oxcopt in capital cases. Tho con- 
cluding clause of Judge Gray's ■ report 
HUggosts that tho Dominion government 
should urge upuii tho government and le- 
gislature of British Columbia tho proprie- 
ty of passing an Act regulating domestic 
sorvico in British Columbia somewhat 
similar to tho Agricultural Laborers' Act 
in England. 

THE AFRICAN GRAB. 

Tho weak have over boon a prey to tho 
strong, and this is as much tho caso with 
nations as with individuals. History is 
one long succession of conquests, tho vic- 
tor in ono conflict boing the vanquished 
in the next. The struggle for dominion 
is still going on, but happily man's spirits 
have become gentler and territory is now 
less often annexed by means of war and 
blood shedding than by the more peaceful 
arts of diplomacy. Africa has always 
boon coveted by tho various governments 
of Europe. Sineu Alexander first con - 
quurod Egypt, tho tho native dynasties of 
Africa have from time to tiiuo boon su- 
perseded by European rulers, till now tho 
greater part of tho continent has passed 
into the hands of tho powerful nations to 
tho north. Tho Pall Mall Gazette re- 
cently printed a map showing how tho 
territory is being parceled out. It is thuB 
commented on: 

"Commencing with Egypt, which is 
now in dispute between two or three pow- 
ers, though occupied by England, wo come 
to Tripoli, which is Turkish and threat- 
ened by Italy. Tunis is under a French 
protectorate. Algeria is owned by Franco, 
and Morocco is independent, though tho 
French are intriguing for its possession. 
From Morocco to Capo Bianco ii a native 
strip of coast 755 miles in length, which 
Spain wants, though it ia a riverlosa 
desert country. From Capo Bianco, 920 
miles to the south, and below tho river 
Senegal, is claimed by Franco. From this 
point, including Sierra Leono, a distanco 
. of 80. miles, is English. Tho coast of 
Liboria, which is independent, stretches 
for 135 miles. Tljo Gold Coast is 30 miles 
French and 250 miles English. Dahomey 
for 35 miles ia indopondont. Tho Niger 
Dolta for a distanco of 3S0 miles is hold by 
the English, and then follows tho Oamer- 
oons, 100 miles of coast, whoro tho Ger- 
mans are now extending their occupation. 
A atrip of 105 miles of nativo coast inter- 
venes between tho Oamoroona and the 
Gaboon, whoro tho French have-200 miloa 
of coast. Four hundred and fifty miles 
of nativo coast bring us to tho Congo, 
whoso rich valley ia. now under inter- 
national control. South of tho Congo 
thoro aro 120 milos of nativo coaat, 800 
miloa of Portugueso coaat, extending to 
tho Crimono rivor, and 730 miloa from 
Capo Frio to Orange rivor, including 
Angra Pequena, and Walfisch Bay, 
claimed by tho Germans and rocontly an- 

• nexod. South' of tho Orango rivor tho 
English Capo Colonios extend around 
Capo of Good Hope and northerly to tho 
southern lino of Madagascar. The entire 
line of tho west coast is C,(i30 miles, of 
which 2, GOO aro indopondont, 1,310 Eng- 
lish, 1,155 French, 730 Gorman, 800 
Portuguoso and 35 Spanish. In othur 
words, Europe has appropriated over two- 
thirds of tho west littoral— and is not 
through yet. On tho oast coast, from tho 



English possessions up to Zanzibar, which 
ia indopondont, ia Portuguese. The (aland 
of Madagascar is now struggling with tho 
French to proservo its identity, its prin- 
cipal port, Tamatave, being in the hands 
of tho latter. From Zanzibar to tho 
mouth of the Rod Sea ia independent, 
worthless and barren. The lied Sea 
littoral ia generally occupied at various" 
points by Italy, Tin key, England, Prance 
and Egypt. It baa been announced ro- 
ceucly that Germany has also taken a 
largo strip of tho eastern coast." 

It is thus seen that the only parts of 
Africa not yet seized upon aro the desert 
of Sahara and the equatorial belt, but as 
tho African Association for tlio develop-] 
ment of the Congo country will so >u 
penetrate tho interior of tho continent, 
ovon these forvid regions will not long re- 
main unappropriated by the European 
grabbers. Africa, like America, will some 
day bo largoly populated by the overflow 1 
from the older civilizations of Europe. 

NUMBERING THE HuUSES. 

A few months ago there was some talk 
of numbering the houses, and wo believe 
tho work was begun, hut tho matter fell 
through fur aotno reason and nothing haH 
boot) heard of it aince. The intention 
was a good one and should have been car- 
ried out. This city is large enough now 
to requiro tho convenience of numbered 
houses; indeed tho l:>ek of numbers has 
boon a source of some trouble to itrangor.s. 
People who have lived long in the place 
have their own ways of describing locali- 
ties. For instance, something after this 
Htylo: V»u know where Mr. so-and-so 
lives? Well, on the stroot above that 
thoro Is a brown house with two tall 
chimneys; next comes an ompty lot, then 
Smith's house. After you. pass that you 
como to a little lane; walk up that till you 
come to two small houses. Tho second 
one is Brown's." This is no doubt a clear 
description of tho locality, but to a now - 
coiner it is, to say tho least, bewildering. 
Empty spaces have been fast filling up of 
late and it would be no difficult matter to 
number tho existing houses within the 
city limits, leaving tho necessary numbers 
for unoccupied town lots. Numbers aro 
ovon more needed in tho residence part of 
tho town than in tho business streets, but 
thoy would, of course, all bo done to- 
gether.

Canada a "Crowned Democ- 
racy." 



New York, Feb. 22.— Tho Tribune 
this mornsng prints an interesting article 
written by the Marquis of Lome on tho 
relations of Canada to the United .States. 
It occupies nearly a column ami a half of 
small typo. It says the frank recogni- 
tion of our neighbor's interest anil posi- 
tion is tho most way to avoid differences 
with him and to koop the mutual respect 
on which friendship rests. The relations 
botweon that Empire, of which Canada 
now forms an important part, and the 
United States Buum to realize the cotidi 
tionB favorable to progress and pence in 
tho harmless rivalry of two kindred 
pooplea. American capital is largely in- 
vested in tho British coal mines of Van- 
couver Island, and tho American market 
at San Francisco is supplied with coal at 
tho same rate as those paid by our own 
navy vessels and railway lines. Cross 
over tho forest tilled valleys of Lhe Cas- 
cade range, tho cattle pastures near Oka- 
nagan and tho Columbia ns it roars 
through tho gorges of tho Rocky Moun- 
tains, and wo como to the province of 
Alberta, rich in coal and ranches. Here 

THK OI.ll INDIAN DKPIlKDATOIt 
has almost disappeared, but the white 
ruffian, tho whiskey smuggler and the 
horsn stealer represent the criminal 
classes, and these gentlemen ply their vo- 
cation along the wholo prairie frontier 
until wo arrive at Manitoba.

Thoy compelled the pas 
sengorB including ladies to dance and 
stand on their heads, which command was 
spoodily complied with to the best of tho 
individual ability of the passengers. Tho 
conductor in charge of tho train, how- 
ever, refused to mar his dignity by at- 
tempting to dance when ho did not know 
now, and tho cowboys shot all around his 
foot to mako him try. But ho was deli- 
ant and refused, taking dosperato chances 
at to tho consequence One or two balls 
wore sent through his feet, badly wound- 
ing thorn. Tho train and depot wore 
riddled with bullets, but no other damage 
was dono othor than to the conductor.

Robbery wa3 not tho purpose 
of tho attack apparently. Tho cowboys, 
after their littlo divorsion allowed tho 
train to procood. Thoy numbured over 
ono hundred, and it would bo a hard mat- 
ter to attempt to arrest any of them.

Granville delivered a long speech in the 
house of lords this evening about the l!is- 
marck controversy. Ho said now, more 
than over before, it was to tho interest of 
Germany and England that the relations 
botweon the two governments should bo 
good because both powers aro about to meet 
each other in all parts of the world. Whilst 
each power will maintain its rights, both 
ought to advance in their common work of 
extending commerce and civilization in a 
spirit of candid co-oporation. Granville 
denied that he bad published a confidential 
communication from Bismarck. 

London, March Ii. — In the lords Gran- 
ville said he felt it would bo unbecoming 
for him to make a long reply here to 
Bismarck's speech in the Reichstag on 
Monday because Bismarck had raised 
several points concerning a number of 
written communications which had been 
exchanged and a number of dispatches 
which had been published in the blue 
book before being delivered, and had de- 
clared that dispatches bad been published 
which ought, never to have been published. 
"1 hope," said Granville, "to make such 
comment in a regular way to Bismarck as 
shall show him that the above points may 
boar a very differont color. 1 sincerely 
regret that the speech I made in tho house 
of lords under the pressure nf a severe 
party attack should have annoyed Bis- 
marck, who evidently labored tinder mis- 
conception, Tho Duke of Richmond had 
attacked the government saying, "your 
own papers show the Egyptian policy to 
be bad and foreign statesmen condemn it. " 
I retorted that tho Duke of/Riclininnil 
had uo occasion to complain of Bismarck's 
disapproval because we failed to follow 
tho very friendly advice (I ought perhaps 
to have said opinion) which Bismarck 
gave the previous and present government 
lo take ligypt. 1 had presumed ho did 
not expect us to abandon all liberty of 
action in our foreign and Colonial policy. 
Tho thrust was aimed at, the Duke of 
Richmond, not at Bismarck, The lat ter, 
to my great regret, construed this as 
having a moaning which 1 positively as 
sort does not attach to it. Bismarck also 
complained of my incorrectly describing 
his advice, or rat her opinion , which, even 
if trim, I had no right, to mention, 
because it was most confidential. Now 
regarding the words "Take Egypt," 
I ought probably to have used a bettor 
phrase, if I had spoken from written 
notes, although these words were cor 
tainly applicable to annexation, protec- 
torate) or even occupation. Nobody 
would regret more, and uobody would be 
injured more by a breach of confidence 
than myself. I "did not mean to refer to 
those private and friendly communications 
described by Bismarck in tho roichstag, 
but to subsequent declarations which 
wore not confidential. It is not tho 
present hope of England to represent 
Europo's interest in Egypt. For the 
future my object is not to defend myself, 
but to correct misapprehensions which are 
inevitable when important utterances aro 
telegraphed incorrectly, as frequently 
happens, between the capitals of Europe. 
No country moro fully appreciates Ger- 
many's immensely important position in 
Europe than does England.

OUR OTTAWA LETTER. 

The < b inese Commission', 
ii«(t?:n«: COAL IIAKKOH. 
A Victoria Editor's Prediction. 
Tin: W cather and Other Matters. 



(Special Correspondence ol Tlio Colonist). 

Ottawa, Fob. '2C>. 
Winter is holding its icy reign hore and 
all nature is covered with ovor two foot of 
snow, in marked contrast with tho apring- 
like weather which, at last advices, you 
wero enjoying at Victoria. Until pooplo 
leave British Columbia and mako personal 
acquaintance with this province thoy can- 
not realize how great ia tho contrast in 
climate between tho capital of British 
Columbia and that of tho Dominion und 
how much the mild breezes the Pacific 
contribute to the comfort and pleasure of 
existence. Hero it is only made tolerable 
by tho aid of hot stoves ami double doors 
and windows and to become ondurablo 
tho temperature has to bo raised arti- 
ficially. 

The M. P.'s, who now swarm at Ottawa 
and give some animation to thu placo, 
certainly earn their sessional allowances 
by consenting to rosido horo for threo 
mouths at this inclement season of tho 
year. When tho railway is finished and 
your beautiful city made readily accessible 
a transfer of tho capital to Victoria would 
be welcomed by members as noxt to a 
journey to heaven. 

Tho representatives of British Columbia, 
although numerically weak, aro personally 
active in keeping their province's wants, 
interests and grievances woll to tho front. 
Especially are they alivo on tho Chinese 
question. Tho report of tho commis- 
sioners iH gall and wormwood to them and 
Mr. Justice Gray is tho principal target 
nt which thoy lire off' their natural indig- 
nation. Mr. Ohapleau, who if put to tho 
tost, could not toll a Chinaman from an 
Indian, was not supposed to know any- 



thing more about the Mongolians than the 
Mongolians knew about him; but Mr. 
Gray, who had for years lived among 
them, who hud had experience of them 
both as domestics and as criminals, was 
expected to come down Hat-footed and ox- 
press himself, nol as Sir John A. filac- 
donald and tlio Chinese companies wanted 
him to, but as the best interests of British 
Columbia demanded. His recommend- 
ations are of the most wishy washy and 
trumpery nature and are scarcely lit for 
a waste-paper basket. Had not Mr. Jus- 
tice Gray been purified by half a century 
of political life he would, on tho strength 
tjf his Chinese report, bo looked upon as 
a|Chineso advocate. 

Yours member-' seeing that tho attitude 
of tho government., which has no policy 
of its own on the Chinese question, except 
procrastination, depends upon pressure, 
are active among lhe ineinhera of thu 
house and also among tho I nolo societies 
in tho cities and are meeting with Vory 
great success. Agitation in parliament 
ant) out of parliament ia the only screw 
which will squuit'/.u the cabinet mio a 
proper shape on tho Chinese question 

The 0. 1'. Ii.. is the question of qiies 
lions horo just now. I tumors aro thick 
that tho company will require further aid 
from the Dominion and that parliament 
will bo asked to give tiio ooo.pany twelve 
million dollars for twelve million acres of 
land. No proposition relating to this has 
yet been made, but wire pullers are busy 
feeling the pulse of members. As tho 
C. P. It. have a large tloating debt and 
have oxpendod the greater part of last 
year loan, it is evident that money must 
bu obtained from some sonic and as sell- 
ing stock is an impossibility I, looks as if 
the Dominion exchequer would again 
shortly be called upon. 

Should the attempt bo made tho opinion 
of many government supporters as well 
those in the opposition, is that the gov- 
ernment should taku thu road out, of tho 
hands of the company ami run it in tho 
interests of the people, as it is tho 
people's land ami tho people's money 
which tiro mild ng the road and not tho 
capital of tho company. Ii is felt that 
this must happen sooner or later and thu 
opinion is rapidly gaining ground that thu 
sooner the inevitable ia faced thu hotter. 

There was a .Mr. Maclagau hovering 
about hero lately, the proprietor, I hoar, of 
the Victoria Times. My first impression of 
iiiin was that be was otlioo-huntiug; but on 
making his acquaintance 1 soon learned 
that he was combining tho real estato 
business with journalism, and was horo to 
dispose of lots at Coal Harbor. To hear 
this gentleman expatiate upon the city that 
is going to lu, and the certain fortune in 
store for investors, "a young niiin from the 
country" would think that ho had come 
across a benevolent capitalist bout on im- 
itating the .swell who once offered gold 
sovereigns for sale on London bridge at a 
penny each. il in iiol Until lie mentions 
his pries, S-CiUtl lo $1,000 for a lot, that the 
iinconit.u-tublo suspicion arises that ho is 
reversing the swell and asking a good 
sovereign for a doubtful copper. As I boar 
that Mr. Maclagau says that the people of 
Victoria intend to move bodily to tho now 
terminus as fast as houses can be built to 
accommodate them, Coal Harbor appears to 
have quite a future before il. It is fortun- 
ate that a population can be obtained on 
tho spot, as people east have boon so bitten 
at Winnipeg ntul in the Northwest by 
interested and imaginative town site booms 
that they have lost all faith in what is go- 
ing lo be and confide entirely in what is. 
Mi .Maclagau talks of soon moving bis 
newspaper and employes to Coal Harbor. 
Ot course il will bo u serious Mow to Vic- 
toria; but it will probably survive it. The 
other day the government in reply to Mr. 
Ltlake, declared that they knew nothing 
whatever about Mr. Maclagau 's terminus, 
and that so far as they were concerned. 
Port Moody is slill tho terminus of the 
Canadian Pacific liailwav. Jf the govern- 
ment takes over the road, which Hooms 
probable, it is likely that Coal Harbor lands 
will not be worth enough to pay for Mr. 
Madagan's map of it . 

Although in tho interests of commerce an 
insolvency . t is urgently required, it is 
doubtful whether ono could bo passed in 
tho present temper of the house. Commer- 
cial men strongly favor sueli an act, but, 
m embers representing agricultural districts 
aro mostly all opposed to any legislation on 
that subject. Considering the sc-nsitiv ^noss 
of credit and the conservative feeling 
among business men, arising from the 
present trade depression and want of pro- 
tection for creditors, any measure calculat- 
ed restore confidence and moderate financial 
stringency, one would have supposed would 
receive tin' favorable consideration of par- 
liament. 

The government, is at present on the 
horns of a dilemma with tho License Act. 
On tho one hand the temperance people aro 
urging the ministers to put tho act in force, 
and on the other the licensed victualcrs are 
urging its repeal if possible, if not its modi- 
fication. Of tho contending forces the 
temperance people aro the most active, the 
lailies taking a hand it, button-holing mem- 
bers and trying to talk them over until ono 
would think thoy would got a littlo dry. 
Some of the M. I'.'s are becoming afraid of 
the fair box, and when they seo a lady com- 
ing they assume her to bo a Blue Ribbon 
advocate and vanish around tho corner in a 
most mysterious way. Quizzing one of tho 
members upon his activity in "making him- 
self scarce, "ho reiuarkod that "the advocates 
of tho pump arc overdoing il-— thoy. pump 
ministers and pump members until thoy 
exhaust us and coin pol us to fake water." 
My impression is that any lady 
who can can pump Sir John A. 
is far loo clever for a member 
of parliament. One thing is curtain that 
whatever action the government may take 
one aide or the other is sure to lie dissat - 
isfied and the government cannot aU'rrd 
to make enemies of the temperance or tho 
licensed .victuallers organization. The 
probability is that in tho presence of these 
contending forces the government will 
stoer a middle course and will let things 
remain as they arc pending an appeal to 
thu privy council.

Later on seine one peered through tho 
doors and behold I Tho massive aides of 
beef and the carcases of fat mutton which 
dopended from tho hooks tho day boforo 
wore noil est. otill lutur on entry was 
niado by a creditor who discovered to his 
conitornation that not only the meat but 
every moveable and saleable thing had 
boon carried off. Knives, cloavors, steels 
»nd scales hud vanished. Tho cutting 
blocks and safe woro loft; but all else had 
vanished. Inquiry revealed tho fact that 
tho firm had sloped during tho night on 
thu Sound steamers, having previously 
disposed of the stock of moats to town 
butchers at very low rates for cash.

FOURTH PROVINCIAL LEGIS- 
LATIVE ASSEMBLY. 

TIliltD SESSION. 

Friday, Rlai-oh nth. 
Tho speaker took the chair at two 
o'clock. 

Prayers woro offered by the Rev. 
Bishop Cridge. 

ADDRESS. 

Mr. McTavish presented tho report of 
tho cominitteo appointed to draft the con- 
gratulatory address to Her Majesty oil 
her escape from the recent dynamite out- 
rages. 

Tho report was received and ordered tn 
bo engrossed and forwarded to Her M,i 
jesty. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Davie to ask leave to 
introduce a bill entitled, "An Act to fix 
tho times for tho holding of courts of 
assize nisi j>rins, and of oyer and terminer 
and general gaol delivery." 

Leave granted, read a lirst time; second 
reading to-morrow. 

ARREST Poll UEIIT. 

Mr. Theo. Davio asked leave to intro- 
duce a bill without notice, one to assim- 
ilate tho law relating to arrest and im- 
prisonment for debt. There were several 
laws on tho mainland on this nutter 
which did not at present extend to tin; 
island. 

After discussion as to tho wisdom of 
introducing bills without notice, lenve 
was granted, and the bill read a first time; 
second reading to-morrow. 

IIAI1.WAV CHAIUIEH. 

Mr. Wilson moved, seconded by Mr. 
Allen, that this house resolve itscll into 
ii committee of the whole for tho pur- 
pose of drafting a resolution to his ex- 
cellency the governor-general in council, 
directing attention to the high rates 
of freight oolloetod by the railway con- 
tractor, and praying that the fniriuiHs 
or unfairness of the rates of freight may be 
considered and steps taken to regulate 
thorn. 

Mr. Wilson s;iid the intention of the 
resolution was to draw attention tlio 
very high rates of freight prevailing "li 
the railroad between Port Moody ninl the 
upper country. Before railways woro 
thought of there the rate of carrying 
freight on the backs of packers was one 
half of what was now charged by Lin- 
railway. This wns an imposition on tlio 
settlors of the mainland ill the way freight 
was charged for, and something should b<- 
done to have the rales lowered to a rou 
mumble standard. 

Mr. Allen thought tho roHolutimi a good 
one. The rates of freight were uniiielhi,!^ 
iiiioriiious. Ili-fore the railway was running 
freight from Vale to the interior was 2 J j 
cents per pound, while last f-sl! the railway 
hud charged <! rents per pound. If the 
local goveruuioui hud any jurisdiction in 
the matter lie hoped that thoy would ex 
oreiso it. 

Hon. Mr. Hobson said of course tlio local 
government hud no jurisdiction. Heilm 
roughly agreed with the resolution, mid 
knew that the railway were charging llo- 
most exorbitant rates of freight. It not 
only affected the interior of the mainland 
but also the settlements on tho lower Primer, 
and the charges made were of the must 
outrageous character, lie believed that if 
representation were made to the Dominion 
government about this grinding monopoly 
that was being inllicted on the residents nf 
the interior by the railway, that thoy would 
step in and assume control of tho mail — a 
right which they had. 

Mr. T. Davie also favored the resolution, 
and instanced a case where $500 had been 
charged for carrying a threshing machine 
from Port Moody to Suvoua'H. 

Mr. McLcese from personal experience 
could verify the truht of the exorbitant rates. 
They were a great imposition on the main- 
land. 

Mr. DtmHiunir thought that the best way 
to get at the matter was to enter into negol in- 
tious between the government and contrac- 
tor, as ho had a right to charge as much us 
he pleased for freight until the road was 
taken over, which the government would 
not likely do until it was fully completed. 
Until then thoy could not interfere in any 
way. 

Mr. Semlin agreed thoroughly with tin- 
resolution, and thought that they should 
protest in tho same way that the Manitoba 
people did, who were charged excessive 
rates. The government had stepped in and 
compelled the Canadian Pacific to strike u 
fair rate, llo could speak from experience 
as to the grinding rates charged. 

Mr. Helgeeun related an experience, 
having sent half a dozen barrels of liah 
ut #7 per barrel and had been charged £11 
freight per barrel. Ho was going to lose 
on the transaction. 

Tho house will go into commit too on 
tho matter to-morrow. 

UK 0OS.M0S 1 COMPBNSATION, 

On considering tho resolution passed in 
committee of supply yesterday, in refer - 
ence to the item of $2,500 for compun - 
sation to A. Do Cosmos. 

Mr. Orr thought tho government had 
coino to the conclusion some time ago 
that thoy would not recognize any claims 
of Mr. Do Cosmos. 

Mr. Allen said ho was sorry that he 
was not in his seat when the item came 
up Thursday for ho certainly would have 
voted against it. 

Mr. John thought tho matter llful been 
settled long ago, and until some itemized 
statement of the claim had been sub 
mitted ho would havu to vote against tho 
compensation . 

Mr. Holgeson said he was surprised at. 
tho arguments of certain hon. members. 
Mr, De Cosmos was appointed as ail agent 
of the government to Ottawa and Eng- 
land, and ho lmd undoubtedly dune his 
duty in a just anil proper manner, llo 
was sorry that his own friends, the Into 
government, had not paid Mr. Do Cosmos 
for his services, (hear, hear) and ho com- 
plimented the gentlemen opposite for their 
desire to pay an honest debt by placing 
the small sum on tho estimates. Tho 
claim was a just one, and great and lasting 
benefit had been done tho country by 
tho negotiations. 

Hun. Mr. Sinitho said the member from 
Esquimalt, who had juat sat down, had 
spoken like a man on tho mutter. IIh 
felt with him that it was a shainb (Mr. 
llolgesen — It was) that thu late govern 
ment had not paid Mr.Jpe Cosmos for thu 
services rendered by him to the province. 
Tho present government felt thoy were 
entitled to placo tho sum they did on thu 
estimates. Tho original claim was no 
doubt excessive and the present sum was 
as far as they thought they could go in 
the matter. Tho Walkem government 
had employed him and ho had entered 
into hia duties at once, and worked ener- 
getically for thu province it Ottawa and 
in England. Tho present government 
when in opposition woro under the im- 
pression that his appointment was cine 
without remuneration. It had since 
transpired that this was not ho, but that 
Mr. DeCosmos was to be paid for lime 
and expenses. Ho had writtun a letter 
when assuming the government asking 
whether Mr. DeCosmos was then tho paid 
servant of tho province, and bad received 
in reply that the position as agent at Ot- 
tawa was simply an honorary one, flail 
ho understood oLhorwiso ho would have 



immediately moved for his discharge;,. Tho 
supreme court judge had given hia"o"f>in- 
io'n that tliero was a moral claim' and 
when Uiey f'jund the. premier of tho late 
government stating that he had a claim 
and a moiiiber inf that government not de- 
nying the claim, ho thought thero could 
bo lie objection whatever to it being sat- 
Hod as they now proposed. Ho waa glad 
that the member for Esquimalt had got 
up and spoke in the ma Illy way that ( ho 
had and censured thu loador of tho gov- 
ernment of which lie had always been a 
consistent supporter. 

Mr. John — How much has already been 
paid to Mr. DeCosmosf 

Hon. Mr. Smithe-S4,700. 

Hon, Mr. Davie was glad that tho item 
had been placed in the estimates, for any 
fair minded man, on obtaining a know- 
ledge of the circumstances would agree 
that tho claim Bhould bo paid. A judge 
of the supreme court had decidod that Mr. 
DoCoamiis had a moral claim, and thoovi- 
donee showed that his duties had been 
laborious and energetic. A meeting had 
taken place between liinnolf and Mr. De 
Cosmos hut mi arrangement had been ar 
rived at nt that time. The claim was a just 
oiiu sud thu government felt it their duly 
I o cancel it. 

Mr. Orr said in explanation that ho 
thought it si range that the government 
should bring in nn amount to compensate 
Mr. DeCosmos, when previously thoy had 
ignored his clui in . 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that tho hon. gon- 
tleman was quite wrong in his statements, 
for tho government had nevor ignored tho 
claim of M r. DeCosmos. 

Mr. T. Davio said ho was surprised at 
the position assumed by tlio member for 
New Westminster district, Mr. Orr, who, 
as a member of the committee appointed 
to inquire into M r. DeCosm ib' claim, had 
reported favorable to that geatleniau bo- 
ing reimbursed. 

Mr. Oalbraith in justice to tho Into 
government would Btato that Mr. Do 
Unmans had never made a formal claim to 
tin-in (.sit 1 1 1 just before they wont out of 
otlieii. Thoy had never ignored the 
claim of Mr. DeCoamos. There was no 
doubt I hal the claim was a just one and 
should ho paid .

Hon. Mr Davio said that it was tho 
intention to bring the bill down to- 
nic irr< iw. 

Mr. Oalbraith objected to tho bringing 
down of si i many important bills at this 
late hour of the session when it was 
likely that the house would be prorogued 
en Monday. Il gavo no time for consid- 
eration, and it. was a practice that should 
not bo indulged in. 

Hon. Mr. Sinitho said that tho bills 
wore nearly nil of- a technical nature. 
Tho bill for tho re-registration of voters 
did not propose any changes, but provid- 
ed for the ft liking off tho list of those 
who had left tho country ur died, and 
adding those who had recently settlod, 
and wore entitled to vote. 

Mr. (iidbriuth said he did not intend to 
oppose the re- registration bill, but merely 
wished to call attention to tho fact that 
they wore bringing in their billa at a very 
Into hour. Thero was an important bill 
in tho olio proposing to amend tho "Con- 
stitution Act, which might well stand 
over until next suasion. 

Rill BKfi'D. 

Mr. Martin again begged tho govern- 
ment to place a sum on tho estimates to 
construct a mad from Far well to La Porto, 
and by sn doing re open tho Big Bend 
mines. He enumerated tho advantages 
the province would derive from tho re- 
opening of these mines. He also asked 
the government to again consider the 
question of granting JTbO for securing a 
physician for Siniilkumeou and Okana- 
gan 'districts. 

COUNTY OOUKTM. 
The house went into cominitteo on tho 
deforrod clauses of tho County Courts 
Bill, which wore passed and ri lortod to 
tho house. 

The bill was roported to tho house, and 
will be considered to-morrow. 

CONSTITUTION ACT. 

Hon Mr. Sinitho in moving the second 
reading of this bill referred to the changes 
that had been made ill 1879, when Cassiar 
district was admitted to representation 
and additional representation to Nanaimo. 
While he had favored the granting of in- 
creased representation to these places ho 
opposed the taking of a member from 
Cowiclian, fur it Has the largest diHtrict 
on Vancouver Island, and possessed tho 
most varied industries of any of tho dis- 
tricts. Il had evidently been a political 
dodge of tho late government. Ho still 
held the pusitiou that ho had assumed 
when in opposition. Esquimalt district 
had two members while Cowichan district 
had but one, with a larger population »nd 
area. Since thu reserve was taken from 
tho lauds over three hundred now settlors 
had pre-empted claims, while the popu - 
latin n generally had increased. With 
reference to Now Westminster district it 
hail been held for some years that it was 
entitled to increased representation. The 
late government had pledged itsolf by 
resolution to bring in an amendment to 
thu Constitution Act at the noxt sos«ion, 
but they had not done so. Whon tho 
question was brought up tho measure was 
only defeated by the vote of the speaker, 
there being n tie veto. The amendment 
that in viow of tho approaching election 
it was uiiwiso to amend the constitution, 
was carried, and it was made a question 
at the polls. There were six candidates 
in New Westminster district for election, 
and each one had promised to support an 
increased representation. Thu government 
now proposed to carry out the pledge givou 
at the polls. The increase of population 
in New WaHtmiusler district was greater 
than thill iftSRuy other, and tlio voters' list 
now showed" f.OllD names. Take the lists 
as n basis-, -niid New Westminster district 
bad more votes than any other district in 
t be province excopt Victoria city. It was 
no doubt tlio garden of the province, as 
far as agrie.ultu.ro was concerned, and wns 
capable of supporting an extensive popula- 
tion. There Could bo no objection to this 
additional representation being given it. 
Cowichan district had beon iinjiiBtly de- 
prived of an adilitiimal member five years 
ago. Tliero was no question that tho future 
would prove Cowichan one of the richest 
dictriots in mining, fishing, lumbering and 
stock-raising in the province It had not 
i-ec <ived the increase of population that 



No.^ Westminster district hud, but tlie iu- 
crejjso bnd been "largo. 'To retain tha 
balance of power on tho island and main- 
land, ' it- was novr proposed to give tho 
additional member to which Cowichan was 
fairly entitled. 

Mr. Oalbraith had listened with pleasiiro 
to reltmrkB of the leader of the govornmont, 
but he was astonished at his silence on tho 
reason why ho hud brought tho bill in at 
this late portion of the session. "Whether 
it was that he had seen tho handwriting on 
tho wall and wub preparing his account, ho 
could not Hay. There was no reason why 
this measure Bhould not stand over for this 
session. He did not think that any of tho 
industries his hon. friend had spoken of 
wero suffering from lack of representation, 
but thought ihoy were admirably looked 
after by tho hou. cabinet minister who re- 
presented it. New Westminster district 
was nlso well represented on the floor of 
this hotiBo by its two momborB, ouo of 
whom WftB a cabinet minister. Tho indus- 
tries woro not languishing from lack of 
looking after, if they woro to judge from 
the amounts set down in the public nc- 
countfl. It was on tnis very question that 
tho hon. gentlemen opposite had boon 
driven into the shades of opposition in 187'J. 
He would advise theiu to leave well enough 
alone, and if this additional representation 
wus thought necessary let tho matter be 
submitted to tho people at the polls. 

Mr. Orr said that ho waa gratified that 
tho loador of tho government had takon 
tho stand ho did in reference to Now 
Westminster district, but thought ho had 
not gone far enough. Thu increase in its 
population was so great and the amount 
of its imports so largely increased that ho 
thought New Westminster district was 
entitled to two more representatives and 
tho district of Yale to one. During tho 
past five yoarH, tho exports from New 
Westminster district had increased from 
8570,214 in 1880 to $1,355,932 in luinbor 
and fish alone. The revenue derived from 
the three districts fur 188-1 waa as follows: 
Cowichan, §19,042.34; New Westminster, 
882,804.77; Yale, §215,294.19. Tho ox- 
pnrts frmn Yale district woro of course 
chiefly stock. Tho number of voters on 
the lists at present are:— Cowichan, 254; 
Now Westminster, 971; Yale, 8-10. Ho 
had not a doubt but thai, when tho voter's 
lists woro revised that Now Westminster 
district would have about 1400 names. 
The speaker went variously into the sub 
joct to show that there wuu overy reason 
that New Westminster district should bo 
girou increased representation, for it was 
tho largest and most extensively settled 
district in tho province. 

The hon . attorney general asked the 
member from Now Westminster district 
if ho wished to have an annul ro-registra 
Lion of rotes? 

Mr Orr thought not, once in three 
or four years would bo sufficient, while 
thu new names could bo added each 
year. 

Mr. Beaven thought it was to be ro- 
gretled that this important change to tho 
constitution should have been brought in 
at so Into a stage of the sossion, not allow- 
ing them time for proper consideration. 
Thero was no question which had agitated 
this house and tho country so much as 
this question of increased representation, 
and the opposition of that day secured the 
dissolution of thu house on that very 
question. Thero was a dill'erenco bo- 
tweon increased representation and u re- 
distribution of seats. He thought that 
considering tho decision that had boon 
given so lato as 1878 by tho country that 
it was inadvisable at this late hour to 
legislate upon tho matter. Tho country 
had thon given a decided opinion that 
they did not want additional representa- 
tion, lie would have to vote against tho 
measure. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said in regard to tho 
remarks of thu hon. member for Koote- 
nay in reference to the silnnco of tho pro- 
Bont bill in tho speech, he would say that 
it was not considered of that importance 
to bo inontioiiud. Tho hon. member had 
complained at tho timo that tho speech 
was very lengthy. It was simply impos- 
sible to mention in it every measure that 
would bo brought before tho house. As 
fur as Now Westminster district boing 
well rupresonted by cabinet ministers it 
waa an urgumunt that was entitled to no 
consideration whatever, for thoy were 
cabinet minlstors to-day and might not be 
to-morrow. Tho hon. mo in bor for Koote- 
nay had also remarked upon tbo 
transitory nature of tho population, 
and that it was unwise to in- 
terfere in thu increased representation 
at present. Such remarks would not 
apply to Now Westminster or Cowichan 
districts, where population was rapidly 
coming in and not leaving. Thoy were 
surely tilling up tho whole district ol 
Now Westminster with a valuable per- 
manent population. His honorable col- 
league had referred to tho fact that main- 
land districts wore rouresoutod by men 
who had no property interest on tho 
mainland, but altogether in Victoria. 
Did tho honorablo member wish to dic- 
tato to the people who thoy should choose 
as their representatives) It was impos- 
sible for » moinbor of the cabinet to 
reside other than in Victoria. Ho had 
no doubt that tho hon. member would 
support tho bill in its present shape, 
though he might fool moved to bring in 
an amendment. He (Mr. ltobson) thought 
also that Now Westminster district was 
entitled to two members, nnd it hsd been 
promised additional representation by all 
the candidatus in that district at election 
time. Yale also might bo entitled to an- 
other representative, but at thu present 
time ho thought tho house was not in u 
position to change tho balance of power 
between tho mainland and Vancouver 
Island. If an extra moinbor was given to 
Yslo thon it would bo changed, The hon. 
senior moinbor for Victoria bad stated 
that it was too important a measure to 
bring in at this late hour. Ho did not 
think so, for it was not of that import- 
ant nature that need demand tho laying 
over of the measure It could not be said 
that a moinbor could bo tnkou from any 
olio district of the province and givon to 
Now Westminster district. Ho would 
ask thu hull, member for Victoria if ho 
would name a district where this could be 
done? 

Mr. Heaven — I will not. 

Hon. Mr. Hobson — There waB no 
opinion givon at tho polls that increased 
representation was not desired. The tact 
waa that thoy did desire increased repre- 
sentation. 

Mr. Beaven — Will the hon. gentleman 
pardon mo. Thero was a decided view 
oxprossed by tho country to the roYorso 
of what the hon, gentleman has utatud. 

Hon. Mr. Hobson — Tho question that 
Now Westminster district was entitled to 
an additional member was discussed in 
tho house, in tho newspapers, at the polls. 
Tho hon. gentleman had stated that the 
country had pronounced against an in- 
creased representation. This was true, 
but not entirely true, for it waa a decision 
against such a largo increase aa was pro- 
posed at the time from 2fi members to 33. 
It Was not a decision against tho slight 
increase at present sought to be made. 
Ho had claimed long ngo that New West- 
minster district was entitled to an in- 
crease of ono, if not two members uud 
this government stood pledged to tho in- 
crease of one member and it now pro- 



posed to give them the representation and 
alsoVna "to Cowichati district. He would 
ask. tha. hon. members, from Victoria and 
Kootenej' if it followed that, becaUBe'tfio 
country had given a verdict against ad- 
ditional representation eight years ago, 
that thoy would do bo irbw,' He thought 
not-.- It was iio' reason and ho, waa sur- 
prised that such an argument should bo 
advanced. The present composition of 
the house wus such that the government 
members had too great an influence in 
tho house. A good strong healthy oppo- 
sition was conducive in making tin honest 
government, and it might bu as important 
to have a good strong opposition in order 
to make a good Inmost government. 

Mr. T. Davie— If that is the caso, wa 
havo not got a very honest government 
now. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Robson — There are men who 
always would act strictly honest towards 
tho pooplo, whether thero was an opposi- 
tion or not, but of course thoy aro not 
always procurable. It would be an ad- 
vantage in having the increase in private 
membership, as it would be the means of 
taking aouie of the power from govorn- 
mont members. 

Mr. Senilin thought, though the gov- 
ornmont differed, that this was the most 
important bill that had come before tho 
house this session. It should havo been 
mentioned in tho governor's speech, so 
that the interior members might have ob- 
tained an opinion from thoir constituents 
in accord <ir dissent to tho bill. It had 
been contended that the balance of powor 
required in giving an additional member 
to tho mainland mid ouo also fur tho 
Island. If this wore acceded to, whon 
thoy again had to consider tho granting 
of additioual members to the mainland it 
would also, to retain thu balance of power, 
bo necessary to give additional representa- 
tives to the island districts, however small 
or important they might bo. It was also a 
peculiar Coincidence that the districts 
now proposed to ho given additional re- 
presentation were represented on the Hour 
of this huuso by cabinet members. Ol 
course, thin might be nifty a coincidence; 
but if it woro not, how was it that the dis- 
trict of Li Hi met was neglected, which was 
also represented in tho house by n cabinet 
minster. With reference to the needs of 
Cowichan district, ho did not think from a 
financial point of viow that it required an 
additional member, for it was placed down 
for about §11,01)0 for the coining year. 
Looking ut the Now Westminster district in 
a financial way, it could lie readily seen 
that it was ably and amply represented. 
By increasing the power of the island and 
tho New Westminster district, it would bo 
giving too much power to the south-western 
portion of the province. He again con- 
tended that it was n most important measure 

uud should havo 1 n brought down in his 

honor's speech. II would be dangerous to 
tho interior portion of the province mid 
he trusted member;; oaat of the Cascades 
would look at itin that way and vote against 
the measure. 

Mr. Allen said that when it was first 
brought down he had decided to vote iigailist 
it, but on looking ut tho voters' lists ho 
saw that Cowichan was entitled to increased 
representation, anil therefore he would sup- 
port it. He also thonght Now Westminster 
entitled to increased representation, and 
Yale, too. He would support tho measure , 

House adjourned at tl o'clock. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. T. Davio moved thu second read- 
ing of a bill to amend the Chinese Regu- 
lation Act, 1884. 

Mr. Dunsmuir moved that no lawyer 
bo allowed to defend a Chinaman and 
that no person be allowed to sell coal to 
Chinese. (Laughter.) 

Tho bill waa committed, Mr. Duns- 
muir in the chair, and passed. 

Hon. Mr. Davio introduced a bill to re- 
duce the toll on tho Cariboo wagon road 
from 1 cent per pound to 4 a cent por 
pound. 

Tho bill wont to cominitteo and was ro- 
ported coniploto. 

Hon. Mr. Robson introduced a bill to 
mako the official hourB from 1) a. in. to 4 
p. in. 

Tho bill wiib passed. 

A bill for nn inquiry by a royal com- 
mission into tho Bquatters' case was passed. 

Tho bill to authorize thu superintend- 
ent of police to grant liquor licenses in 
remote districts was passed, 

A bill relating to ferries, * bill relating 
to coroners, a bill concerning an appel- 
late court, and a bill to amend tho Muni- 
cipalities Act woro passed. 

At midnight the house adjourned until 
11 a in. on Saturday.

Theziiicklaud Evening Star of tho 
31st ult.' says: The confiscation of Am- 
erioaii apples infected with codlin moth 
imported from San Francisco a few 
nioutha ago, put Southern importers to 
great loss. The Premier was waited 
upon by a deputation of fruit impor- 
ters at Duncdin on January 9th. They 
stated that the whole of the apples for 
Otngo ha.l been sent to Melbourne, en- 
tailing a loss of 50 per cent on the ac- 
tual cost to tho importers. The Premier 
said the government had no power to 
give compensation, but if Parliament 
were approached the claims of tho 
fruit importers would, no doubt, be 
carefully considered, 

News has been received in New Zen- 
land that : the native Government of 
Samoa, alarmed by tho presence of the 
Germans gunboat Albatross, had sent a 
.petition to Great Britain praying for 
the protection of Queen Victoria. Tin; 
German had thereupon coerced the 
King into signing a treaty introduced 
American commerce will Buffer in a 
less degree. Germany has found her 
best opportunity for conquest without 
actually engaging in war. The Sainoan 
Islands have been acquired without 
•striking a blow. The protectorate of 
these islands was once offered to the 
United States and rejected; tho same 
oiler was made at a later day to Great 
Britain and rejected. At a still later 
day a German syndicate required large 
real estate interests in theso islands, 
and naturally enough the whole busi- 
ness ripened for a transfer. Germany 
at about the same time, raised her Hag 
in New Guinea in pursuance of her 
policy of colonial uxlctittOii and con 
quest. 

Italy is astir for a foothold on tho 
Red Sea Littoral, and is on tho point of 
making a stand at Massowah, the most 
important port on the Red Sea, n port 
belonging to Egypt, and nominally un- 
der tin; protection of tho Sultan. When 
the latter was about to send ships of 
war to protect that port we have seen 
that Great Britain forbade tho move- 
ment; from which fact it is pretty clear 
that Italy is the alley of Groat Britain 
in tho future aggressive campaigns in 
the Soudan. Massowah is tho port 
which King John of Abysiniahas Ion" 
coveted. Indeed ho offered to put down 
the rebellion about Khartoum if this 
port were ceded to him. One fact ob- 
tains prominence in all these move- 
ments. It is the immense preparations 
making in Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many and Russia for a possible conflict 
in Europe. This is an ever present con- 
tingency. The sparks of war ignited at 
a distance may or may not flame up 
nearer home. Tho preparations going 
on are of a magnitude to suggest that 
this turn of events has not been set 
down aB an impossible result of the pre- 
sent compl ications. — Bui leti n.
